ADOLESCENTS’ AWARENESS ON INTERNET SAFETY 
IN THE USE OF FACEBOOK IN THE PROVINCE OF 


MARINDUQUE

Facebook presents crucial personal data of the account owner used in various 
activities within the social media site. The information revealed by the owner can be very 
accessible to other users depending on the restrictions set by the owner himself. Not 
everyone is aware of the danger brought by a lack of awareness on the safe use of social 
media platforms particularly Facebook. 

The objective of this study was to identify the level of awareness of the respondents 
on 
internet safety based on the respondents' activities and if there is a significant relationship 
between their demographic profile and their level of awareness. A method used was 
quantitative approach and used survey in gathering data. The survey includes a rating sheet 
on level of awareness on a specific internet activity and demographic profile of the 
respondents that was sent to the Facebook users. The researchers used different statical 
tools such as Percentage, Frequency Distribution, Weighted Mean for the treatment of the 
data collected from the survey and Chi Square test of independence for finding the 
relationship between demographic profile and level of awareness on internet safety. 
Percentage was used to identify the number of participants answered on each statement 
about internet safety awareness, the Frequency Distribution was used to determine the level, 
description and range also Weight Mean was used to determine the level of awareness of 
Facebook users and Chi-square test independence was used to measure the relationship 
between demographic profile and level of awareness on internet safety. 

The study found out that most of the respondents were female (62%) while 38% were 
males by which 2 out of 50 respondents are out-of-school. It was found out that respondents 
are aware of privacy setting but not much on safe browsing. They are also aware on other 
internet activities like posting revealing and embarrassing photos, checking or reviewing the 
sites, making purchases on secured and legit sites, and being careful who to meet online. 
Based on the results of this study, the researchers concluded that the respondents are 
extremely aware of internet safety in the use of Facebook. Specifically, on choosing a strong 
password, being careful on what to download, keeping personal information limited, 
practicing safe browsing, and reviewing the applications. Based on the findings, the 
researchers may recommend that parents and educators should monitor and educate 
adolescents about the potential risk on the internet and for the users, we may recommend 
that internet users should practice the "Think Before You Click" saying. 


ASSESSMENT OF MSC NON-PASSERS INTHE SOCIAL 
WORKER LICENSURE EXAMINATION: YEAR 2017, 2018, 


AND 2019

The main purpose of this study is to assess the performance of Marinduque State 
College BS Social Work graduates from 2017-2019 in the licensure examination conducted 
from December to June 2020 in the province of Marinduque. The BS Social Work graduates 
of Marinduque State College in the year 2017-2019 who failed the Licensure Exam for Social 
Work or LESW are the target respondents. The quantitative method was used and a document 
retrieval technique under probability sampling was applied. The researchers analyzed 
documents about the previous and preceding data regarding the performance of the 
respondents in the licensure examination. Scaling and open-ended questions were used in 
this study. The data were collected based on the four (4) research problems such as; 
performance of the respondents in every subject coverage; preparations before the licensure 
examination; challenges encountered and; the possible interventions and solutions offered 
that could be proposed by the researchers. Data gathering procedure was done thru face- 
to-face distribution and online system. The data were then analyzed and interpreted using 
the mean and percentage. 

The result of this study revealed that in terms of the performance of the respondents in 
every subject coverage, the Human Behavior and Social Environment subject got the highest 
performance level while Social Work Practice was the lowest. The result revealed that time 
management, asking guidance from God and reading a lot are the most mentioned 
preparation before the licensure examination while for the challenges, expectation of the 
respondent's family is highly encountered by the respondents. On the other hand, 2017-2019 
BS Social Work Graduates got only satisfactory in their licensure examination. 

It is recommended that respondents may focus on the challenging subjects to improve 
their performance for the next Licensure Exam for Social Work or LESW. Meanwhile, future 
boardtakers may address some issues in preparing for the exam to have a good outcome. 
Likewise, the family also have a vital role in the successful taking of the licensure 
examination. Their moral and spiritual support may help the board takers boost their morale. 
BS Social Work Program may have a forum with the board passers and BS Social Work 
students to share them their experience by giving tips and strategies. 


CASESTUDY OF PREGNANT WOMEN DURING THE 
COVID-19PANDEMIC IN THE MUNICIPALITY OF BOAC

The goal of this study is to look at the lived experiences of pregnant women who gave 
birth during the lockdown in 5 different Barangays of Boac, Marinduque. Key perspectives 
that define women who gave birth during the COVID-19 pandemic as a susceptible sector of 
society have been thoroughly documented in the literature and study. Key perspectives that 
define women who gave birth during the COVID-19 pandemic as a susceptible sector of 
society have been thoroughly documented in the literature and study. In-depth interviews 
were performed over the phone call, providing a platform for the researcher to provide open- 
response semi-structured questions to study the lived experiences of these pregnant women 
during the pandemic. To explore the lived experiences of women who gave birth during the 
pandemic and currently live in the Province of Marinduque, a phenomenological, descriptive, 
exploratory research with a qualitative approach was used. 

The research instrument in this study was an interview guide, which was used to 
determine the socioeconomic and health status of the pregnant women, narrate their lived 
experiences, identify the supports and detriments to their well-being, and explore some self- 
care routines they practiced to adjust to the changes in effect of the current pandemic. Five 
(5) mothers from each specific baranggays in Boac who gave birth to their children during 
the fourth quarter of 2019 and the first quarter of 2020, were questioned by phone call. The 
permission form included a clear summary of the objective, methods, risks, and advantages of 
the research study, as well as the duties and commitments of both the participants and the 
researcher. 

According to data analysis and interpretation, pregnant women from Baranggay; 
Mainit, Murallon, Bantad, Tanza and Cawit Boac who gave birth during the COVID 19 
Pandemic and participated in this study faced a variety of obstacles. Pregnancy needs to be 
addressed and emphasized by health care practitioners throughout this epidemic. The 
province's Rural Health Office should also address sufficient access to maternal health care 
services and safe health facilities exclusively for pregnant women.

One of the common 
problems encountered by the students in blended learning is the internet connectivity 
issues which affects their interpersonal communication skills. The study also suggests a 
significant relationship between blended learning and interpersonal communication 
skills. Students apply interpersonal communication skills in blended learning since these 
skills are crucial when interacting with instructors and classmates in a learning 
environment where the online aspect is more dominant, and communication mainly 


transpires virtually. 


KNOWLEDGE, ATTITUDE AND PRACTICES OF 
SELECTED HOUSEHOLD MEMBERS TOWARDS 
PROPER WASTE MANAGEMENT IN COASTAL 
BARANGAYS OF RIVERSIDE DISTRICT, BOAC, 
MARINDUQUE 


Charmaine Magalang 


Improper waste management has been an ongoing land and coastal issue for 
more than 40 years in our society, while people continuously strive to provide effective 
solutions to address these waste problems. This issue inflicts devastating impacts on 
land and coastal areas of a community, and if not properly addressed, this will further 
threaten the environment and the inhabitants. Due to environmental challenges, 
households from respective barangays in Riverside District need to strengthen their 
awareness, assess their attitudes, and improve their practices towards Proper Waste 
Management. 

This study attempted to determine the knowledge, attitude, and practices of 
selected household members in terms of Proper Waste Management (PWM) in the 
coastal areas of Barangay, Buliasnin, Pili, Balogo, Lupac, and Maligaya, Boac, 
Marinduque. The researcher utilized the descriptive research design into a mixed- 
method approach. The study, on the other hand, used a design that included a self- 
administered survey questionnaire and a non-standardized unstructured interview. 

Based on the data gathered, the research obtained the following results: 
a) According to the study's findings, respondents have a very high level of knowledge 
about PWM, with an average weighted mean of 5.55; b) According to the study's 
findings, respondents have a very positive attitude toward PWM, with an average 
weighted mean of 3.812; and c) According to the study's findings, respondents have a 
very high level of practice about proper waste management, with an average 
weighted mean of 5.52. 

However, it was identified that some respondents still practice waste burning, 
and that affects their relationship with the environment. It is inferred that there is a 
contradiction between what they know and what they practice specifically in terms of 
waste disposal. There are identified influencing factors affecting the human- 
communication relationship with the environment. Thus, there is a need to uphold the 
knowledge, improve the practices, and household members, together with local 
government officials, should act upon the recommended solutions to sustain proper 
waste management (PWM). 


TV OR SOCMED: THE PREFERRED MEDIA TYPE OF 
BARANGAY LIPA CITIZENS IN RECOGNIZING THE 
SAFETY PROTOCOLS FOR COVID-19 PANDEMIC.

This research study aimed to determine the preferred media type of Barangay 
Lipa citizens in recognizing safety protocols for the COVID-19 pandemic. Also, this is 
intended to serve as a guide in determining which channels or types of media should 
be used during times of crisis. Specifically, the media type where people can easily 
acquire and understand the updates that will keep them safe amidst the pandemic. 
Moreover, the researcher used the descriptive research design, particularly the survey 
type and statistical tools such as percentage, weighted mean, Mann-Whitney U test, 
and Spearman's Rho. A self-administered questionnaire was utilized as the research 
instrument for gathering the data. There were 100 respondents in this study, which was 
obtained through purposive sampling. The findings showed that television is highly 
preferred by the respondents, obtaining a weighted mean of 4.49, while social media 
is moderately preferred, with a weighted mean of 3.98. 

The study revealed that television is the preferred medium of the Barangay Lipa 
citizens in recognizing the safety protocols for the COVID-19 pandemic in terms of 
credibility and effectivity, and it is considered the most important medium to use 
during this crisis. Furthermore, there is a high level of preferability on television, while 


there is a moderate level of preferability on social media. 

Furthermore, there is a significant relationship between the age of the barangay 
Lipa citizens and their preferred media type. However, educational attainment does 
not have a significant relationship with the preferred media type of the barangay Lipa 
citizens except for television's effectiveness. 


LGUS RESPONSE AGAINST COVID-19 PANDEMIC: A 
STUDY ON HEALTH CRISIS COMMUNICATION 
STRATEGIES OF THE SELECTED BARANGAYS IN THE 


MUNICIPALITY OF MOGPOG 
Rjay Montenegro 


The year 2019 brought a massive destruction to the status of the entire world, 
including the Philippines, due to the existence of the Corona-Virus Disease 2019 
(COVID-19) global health pandemic. Crisis/Risk communication is among the most 
important aspects of managing and addressing the harmful and negative 
consequences of it. The fight against COVID-19 heavily relies on the government's role 
as civic enabler, or its ability to enable strategic, systematic, and effective action 
toward addressing future risks and managing the current crisis, wherein 
communication, both internal and external to the government at this time, is very 
important. 

This study aimed to determine both internal and external communication 
problems being experienced by the local government units in Mogpog, Marinduque 
and their respective actions taken. This study utilized a quantitative research design 
wherein data was gathered using survey questionnaires that were participated in by 
90 barangay officials and volunteers. 

Based on the findings of the study, the following conclusions were drawn: the 
respondents sometimes observed communication problems inside their organization as 
they cope with the COVID-19 Pandemic; the respondents frequently observed 
communication problems outside their organization as they cope with the COVID-19 
Pandemic; the respondents used factual reference on mitigating the COVID-19 
Pandemic in terms of communication and information dissemination; the utilization of 
IEC materials was effective in conducting information dissemination; there was a need 
for improvement for the writing, speaking, and reading comprehension of local 
government officials, and; there was a need to recommend solutions addressing the 
identitied internal and external communication problems of the local government unit 
on handling COVID-19 Pandemic communication responses. 


TALES OF E-SKWELA: IMPLEMENTATION OF E- 
LEARNING PLATFORMS AND ITS IMPACT ON THE 
ACADEMIC PERFORMANCE OF THE STUDENTSIN 
MARINDUQUE STATE COLLEGE

Educational institutions around the world currently face unprecedented 
disruptions in the traditional educational practices and delivery due to the Covid-19 
pandemic. The Philippines, in particular, has adopted and promulgates Flexible 
Learning that uses a combination of different modalities of teaching such as the use of 
online platforms and printed modules. This research paper aims to determine the level 
of implementation of e-learning platforms and their impact on the academic 
performance of the students in Marinduque State College. Through the theoretical 
lens of the Uses and Gratification by Elihu Katz and Fred Davis Technology 
Acceptance Model, a self-made online survey questionnaire was distributed to the 
selected college students in Marinduque State College. Respondents were determined 
using Stratified Random Sampling and were sampled in proportion to the size of the 
strata. 

Analysis of the responses demonstrated that there is a higher level of 
implementation of e-learning platforms in terms of the Teaching and Learning Style. 
Thus, the results indicate that e-learning platforms help students to organize their work 
but the leading problem in the implementation of Flexible Learning is the unstable 
internet connection. In view of these findings, it is recommended that students may 
seek support from their school to address the problems they encountered with internet 
connection and communicate regularly with their teachers and co-students to keep up 
with the course requirements. Further research is needed to expand its scope and 
generate more robust findings that will point out the underlying procedures, 
techniques, and problems regarding the implementation of e-learning platforms in 


flexible learning. 


KNOWLEDGE, ATTITUDES, AND PRACTICES OF THE 
CITIZENS TOWARDS THEIATF RESOLUTIONS IN 
SANTA CRUZ, MARINDUQUE DURING THE COVID-19 
OUTBREAK

The study employed a quantitative research design to determine the knowledge, 
attitudes, and practices of the residents towards the implementation of the local 
government unit to the IATF resolution in the Municipality of Sta. Cruz. A total of 90 
respondents were selected through convenient sampling technique. Based on the 
findings of the study, it can be implied that the residents of the Municipality of Sta. 
Cruz are aware of the IATF resolutions being implemented by the local government 
units. However, due to the spread of misinformation and inappropriate use of 
platforms which are not accessible to all, some of the residents become confused of 
the said health standards which affect their knowledge, attitude, and practices. 

In light of the findings of the study, the respondents recommend the following 
for the improvement of the implementation of the IATF resolution: (1) Text hotline that 
will keep people reminded about the status of the locality; (2) Conduct an orientation 
about the resolution in each barangay before its implementation; (5) Proper, clear, and 
effective information dissemination; (4) Leniency to the rules and regulations being 


imposed and; (5) Long term effectivity of the IATF resolutions being imposed.

LANGUAGEIN MEDIA: AN ANALYSIS OF LINGUISTIC 
FEATURES OF SELECTED NEWS TEXT FROM VARIOUS 
NEW/S PUBLISHERS ONLINE 


Chinny Go 


This study used a qualitative type of research to obtain detailed understanding 
of the linguistic features of the selected news text from the Manila Bulletin, Philippine 
Star, and Philippine Daily Inquirer using stylistic analysis. Likewise, this study also 
studied the selected news text published by the stated news outlet regarding its 
conversational implicatures through content analysis. The primary data used in this 
study are news articles from Manila Bulletin, Philippine Star, and Philippine Daily 
Inquirer. The coverage topic of the said news articles discusses the senatorial 
candidacy of the President of the Philippines, Rodrigo Duterte which was initially 
announced last November, 2021. 

The findings of the study revealed that hyphenated terms, contracted word 
forms, and punctuation marks were the graphological aspects evident in the news text 
involved. The Philippine Star uses the most hyphenated terms, and the Manila Bulletin 
uses most of the contracted word forms in their news articles. In terms of lexical 
features, the abbreviated word forms were mostly observed in the news text of the 
Philippine Star, compound words were mostly observed in Manila Bulletin news article, 
and the use of proper nouns was displayed mostly in the news text from Philippine 
Star. Meanwhile, the type of sentences evident in the news text involved is the use of 
the simple sentence, compound sentences, and complex sentences. In terms of 
evaluating the news text conversational implicatures, it was shown that the 
conversational implicatures features have been applied in all of the news texts 
involved. However, differences show that Manila Bulletin poses the most consistent in 
using formal addresses and labels in its news text. The Philippine Star represented the 
most terms indicating referencing, and the use of informal terms was observed in both 
the news text of the Manila Bulletin and Philippine Star. 

It is recommended by the researcher for the future relevant research study, that 
referring to a broader number of news articles to be analyzed in identifying news text- 
linguistic features will encourage a more expanded news values list for broader 
linguistic feature analysis. 


LANGUAGEAND HEALTH COMMUNICATION: A 
MORPHOLOGICALANALYSIS OF THE COVID-19 
PANDEMIC NEOLOGISMS

This research study aimed to analyze the COVID-19 pandemic neologisms. It 
attempted to look for the neologisms emerged and used during the outbreak of the 
coronavirus, analyzed the morphological processes involved in the creation of 
neologisms, and the implications of morphological constructions of neologisms to 
language and health communication. This study utilized the descriptive- qualitative 
research method wherein the DOH and WHO facebook pages, journals, and research 
and news articles served as the sources of data. The identified neologisms and the 
morphological processes involved were carefully analyzed in tabular form. 

Based on the results of the study, it was found out that there were 30 
neologisms emerged during the outbreak of the coronavirus. The created neologisms 
have own meaning and were commonly used in news articles and different social 
media platforms. It was also revealed that the compounding and affixation, and 
compounding and blending, were the most used morphological processes in the 
creation of neologisms. With this, the language and health communication were 
greatly affected. It proved that language continues to evolve, and raising health 
awareness was improved. 

With all these findings, the researcher hereby recommended that the community 
should learn and use the neologisms to effectively communicate. The English language 
teachers should use the identified neologisms as examples in showing how language 
evolves and works. The English language learners are encouraged as well to 
participate on webinars about health communication and language use during the 


pandemic.

FACEBOOK GROUP CHAT OF BA ENGLISH LANGUAGE 
STUDIES STUDENTS

When it comes to maintaining formality and netiquette in online communication, 
especially in academic group discussions, attitude plays a significant role. It is 
essential for using Academic Group Chats effectively and for demonstrating 
netiquette between students and professors. Online group chats or chat rooms have 
been more popular due to the rise of blended learning and online synchronous learning 
during this era, notably Facebook Messenger. Existing Facebook Messenger academic 
group chats serve as a means of communication between students and instructors, but 
the familiarity occasionally allows for less formality. Politeness is an aspect that can 
stem from this significant formality within the said online platform setting. It is 
upheaved that there are crucial factors in the inception of Politeness and the 
awareness as well as the usage of Politeness deflates. As demonstrated in some 
studies, this deflation happens due to the lack of social distance and power 
relationships with teachers/instructors where slang language was regarded. This study 
aimed to define the politeness strategies in the selected Academic Facebook Group 
Chats of BA ELS 3 Students using computer mediated discourse analysis while 


considering the consistency when the premise of power is placed. 


MULTIMODAL ANALYSIS OF 2020 VIRAL RC COLA 
ADVERTISEMENT IN THE PHILIPPINES

The context of advertising in the Philippines is more of a classic Philippine 
theatrical, which usually follows a recognizable storyline. One of the most bizarre 
advertisement produced in the Philippines is the RC Cola ‘Family’ advertisement that 
triggered various reactions from consumers. With this, the researcher decided to 
conduct a Multimodal Analysis on the said advertisement to determine how semiotic 
signs help generate meaning through Halliday's systemic functional linguistic theory 
and Anstey and Bull's multimodal semiotic system theory to study the RC Cola 
advertising. 

The study's findings demonstrate that the "Family" RC Cola commercial features 
a multimodal semiotic system that includes linguistics, verbal, visual, audio, and 
gestural elements. Each multimodal semiotic system is tightly tied or interrelated to the 
others in order to complete advertising and attract customers. The semiotic system 
supports and performs its purpose in effectively delivering the advertisement to the 


audience. 


LANGUAGE LEARNING MOTIVATION OF SELECTED 
2ND YEAR BS ENTREPRENEURSHIP AND BAELS 
STUDENTS OF MARINDUQUE STATE COLLEGE 
AMIDST NEW NORMAL, AY. 2020-2021

The purpose of this study was to determine the most common English language 
learning motivation and how the new normal influences the learning motivation of 
Marinduque State College 2nd year BS Entrepreneurship and BAELS students in the 
academic year 2020-2021. The data was analyzed using a descriptive analysis by the 
researcher. The research was carried out in the province of Marinduque, specifically in 
the Institute of Arts and Social Sciences at Marinduque State College. Using the 
mean, frequency, percentage, and the non-parametric Mann-Whitney test, the 
collected data was properly analyzed and summarized. The survey questionnaire was 
created with Google Forms and sent via Facebook and Messenger. 

According to the findings, the primary integrative goal of BS Entrepreneurship 
students was to learn English since it allows them to access more information through 
published sources. Their primary instrumental goal was to learn English as a means of 
improving their chances of finding better career possibilities in the future. The primary 
integrative reason of BAELS students, on the other hand, demonstrated that they are 
motivated to learn English because it allows them to appreciate and understand the 
English language and literature more deeply. The most common instrumental incentive 
stated that they are motivated to learn once they receive good grades and are 
excited about the future possibilities of learning the language. It was discovered that 
there is no significant difference between BS Entrepreneurship and BAELS students in 
terms of total English language learning motivation. In terms of lesson understanding 
and academic achievement, class attendance and online learning, as well as 
socialization and communication skills, the new normal has a positive and bad impact 
on the respondents. 

The researcher advises implementing and adopting learning approaches, 
strategies, and styles that will improve students’ learning motivation, evaluate one's 
learning motivation, and motivate students to pursue studying in a new learning 
environment based on the findings of the study.
